DIES BENEATH WRECKAGE OF ENGINE 


The Accident Occurred on a Curve 
While 
Train 
Was 
Running 
at a Speed of Thirty-Five 
Miles an Hour. 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 14.—William 


W. Hurlburt, 44 years old, 227 North 
Seventeenth street, an engineer for 
the Missouri 
Pacific 
railroad, 
was 
killed instantly about l l o’clock last 
Friday night when a locomotive he i 
was driving left the rails two mil*' 
west of Bashor, Kas., and rolled down 
an embankment. 
John 
Dowling, 
28 
years old, 1210 Spicer avenue, Kansas 
City, Mo., fireman, escaped serious in 
jury. 
The wreck occurred 
on 
a 
curve 
while the train was running at a speed 
of about thirty-five 
miles 
an 
hour. 
Hurlburt’s engine was attached to a 
“red ball” freight scheduled to run on 
passenger train time. 
After tearing up about fifty yards 
of the right-of-way the engine became 
disconnected from 
the 
tender 
and 
toppled over Hie embankment. 
Hurl- 
burt was pinned beneath the wreck­ 
age and was dead before help arrived. 
Dowling was filling the firebox with 
coal when the locomotive left the rails 
and wras hurled thirty feet through the 
air, landing in the top of a willow 
tree. 
His injuries consist chiefly of 
severe bruises and cuts. 
None of the 
freight cars nor the tender left the 
rails. 
Hurlburt, who had been in the em­ 
ploy of the railroad for more than 
twenty years, recently recovered from 
severe 
injuries 
received on June I 
near W hite Church, Kas., when a driv 
ing rod on the locomotive he was in 
charge of became 
disconnected

swung through the air, smashing thf 
engine’s cab. Hurlburt was bit by the

raiser, but only one will be mentioned 
in this article and that is the poultry 
buildings.

American Revolution in 1900, to indi­ 
cate the end of the celebrated Old 
Boon’s Lick Trail and the beginning 
of the Santa Fe trail, which before 
the advent of the 
steam railroads, 
vied with the Missouri river in car­ 
rying freight and immigrants to the 
land of the setting sun, has great his­ 
torical significance. 
The history 
of 
the 
Boon’s lick 
Trail and the history of the Santa Fe 
Trail are inseperably connected with 
the history of Howard county, which 
will celebrate its 100th birthday at 
Fayette Aug. 16 and 17. 
Howard 
county 
was 
named 
for 
Benjamin Howard, first governor of 
tk r territory of Missouri, 
from 1810 
to 181”. Governor Howard, a son of 
the Revolutionary hero, was horn in 
Virginia in 1760. Ile was at one time 
a m em ber of 
the 
Kentucky legisla­ 
ture and of congress from Kentucky. 
He resigned from congress to become 
governor of Upper 
Louisiana terri­ 
tory, which became Missouri territo­ 
ry during his adm inistration in 1812. 
Original Howard county, organized

Where matings produce 
undesirable qualities, it is necessary 
to remate or cull out the flock.

ble and many try to avoid any in­ 
breeding. 
Where pigeons are banded, 
the female on one foot and the male 
on the other, it is fairly easy to reg­ 
ulate inbreeding.

Lack of vitality and hardiness in 
the stock is one of the greatest diffi­ 
culties in successfully handling tur­ 
keys. 
Bronze turkeys are the largest 
arni hardiest of all domestic varieties. 
Here are some painters for turkey 
raisers: 
I. Lice cause great loss in turkeys. 
K ill them on the hens and on the 
young turkeys with Insect powder, ap­ 
plying once a week when cooped nj*. 
a. Turkeys do hest when kept sepa­ 
rate from chickens. 
If the two are 
kept together the turkeys are likely 
to take chicken diseases. 
.‘I. The growth of turkeys is rapid. 
Give plenty of nutritious and easily 
digested food. 
For the first five days 
feed four quarts of bread crumbs and 
one part of boiled eggs. 
Feed one 
meal a day of rolled oats and give all 
the sour milk they will drink. 
Change 
gradually, and in three weeks feed six 
parts of wheat and two ports of corn, 
with rolled oats once a day. From Hie 
time the birds are ten weeks old until
